Now Afloat.

CEREMONY WAS’ VERY BRIEF 


Has Been in Progress of Building for 


Many Years. 


WAS LAUNCOED ABOUT THREE YEARS AGO 


She Looks Like a Man-of-War Cut 
Down to Within a Few Feet of 
the Water Line. 


New York, December 10.—The steel-clad 
Puritan, pronounced by experts as the 
most formidable coast defense vessel afloat, 
was put in commission today at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard. The ship has a crew of 200 
officers and mer. Captain John R, Bartlett 
is in command and his principal assistants 
are Lieutenant Commander James R. Sel- 
fridge, executive officer; Lieutenant Austin 
M. Knight, navigator, and George Cowle, 
chief engineer. 

The flag was at once floated to the 
breeze and sSalu.ed by the bugle rall. 

Commandant Higgenson followed with 
the announcement declaring the Puritan 
was in commission. 

The fcrmal ceremonies were then ended 
with the reading by Captain Bartlett, of 
the letter of Secretary Herbert, of the 
navy, detailing him to take corfmmand. 

The original Puritan was desigried by 
Ericson in 186:, and her hull built later, but 
nothing was done with hor works until 
turned over to John Roarh, who laid the 
keel of the present Puritan in Chester, 
Pa., in 1877. 

Lack of appropriations stopped work on 
her for a number of years, and it became 
necessary to made her a modern monitor 
with two turrets and improved guns. 


She was launched in 1883. She iooks like 
a man-of-war cut down to within a few 
feet of the water line. Today her two tur- 
rets, a military Mast and a conning tower 
and a smoke stack are all the permanent 
structures visible above deck. 

These are her measurements: Length on 
load water line, 298% feet; extreme breadth, 
60 feet 1% inches; mean draught, 18 feet: 
displacement, 6,060 tons; engines, twin 
screw, triple expansion, cOmpound type, 
to furnish 3,700 horse power. She carries 
400 tons of coal and makes a speed of 12.54 
knots. 

The vessel has a number of water tight 
compartments and a double bottom. The 
Puritan’s armor is of steel varying from 14 
to 6 inches thick, the greatest thickness 
being amidships. 

The two turrets are of fourteen-inch 
Harveyized steel. With a freeboard of only 
three feet she will be a difficult target to 
hit. The main battery ‘s of four twelve-jnc 
guns in the turrets and six four-inch rap! 
fire guns mounted on the superstructure 
deck. There are also four one-pounders and 
a rapid fire machine gun on the military 
mast.

SAYS MEMBERS ARE CORRUPT 


Three of the Board Are Arraigned for 
Using Office for Personal Gain. 


DECLARES TRUST WAS WRONGFULLY USED 


Legislature of the State Will Be Called 
Upon To Investigate the Situa- 
tion When It Meets, 


Columbia, 8S. C., December 10.—(Special.)— 
This has been a year of sensations in 
South Carolina. | 

With dispensary and bond deal investiga- 
tions now pending, the general assembly 
is now called upon to investigate the af- 
fairs of another department of the gov- 
ernment, in the workings of which the 
shadiest of shady doings are charged. 

A much disputed matter the state rail- 
road commission has to deal with is the 
rate on fertilizers, it being charged that 
the interior mills were given an advantage 
in the rates of 75 cents on the ton over the 
Charleston mills. 

The commission has been divided on this 
question and for some time fhe relations 
of the commission have been strained. The 
matter about reached a climax yesterday 
when a commissioner—H, R. Thomas—came 
out in an open-letter charging The secretary 
of the board, Colonel Darcy P. Duncan,* 
with taking advantage of his official posi- 
tion to make rates that would enable him, 
as president of the Farmers’ Alliance ex- 
change, to sell fertilizers at 75 cents a ton 
below his competitors. This surplus, he in- 
timates, was absorbed by Mr. Duncan him- 
Self. He also charges Commissioners Evans 
and Willborn with making a trade with 
the railroad, the terms of which were: 
“You work the fertilizer rate and we will 
recoup you by raising rates on other arti- 
cles at the request of the railroad compa- 
nies.”’ e 

Thomas also charges Commissioner Evans 
with making a special rate in the congres- 
sional district in which Evans proposed 
running for congress and of withdrawing 
from the race when proof of his character 
was furnished his opponent. 

Evans is also charged with making a 

false statement as to the net earnings of 
the Manchester and Augusta railroad, 
which was selected as the road to fight the 
fertilizer rates, showing a surplus where 
there was a deficit. 
Today the majority of the board issues 
a statement denouncing Mr. Thomas’s 
charges as false, and demanding a legis- 
lative investigation, pending which they 
will decline to notice further charges from 
that source. 

It was at first feared that there would be 
serious trouble, probably bloodshed, as a 
result of the controversy, but the chances 
now are that there will be no further de- 
velopments until the legislature meets in 
January.

HANDLE OUTPUT OF ALL MILLS 


Involves Formation of National Asso- 
ciation With Small Capitalization. 


‘DENY THAT PRICES WILL BE ADVANCED 


Thirty Companies Are Interested in 
the Movement and They Con- 
trol the Industry. 


New York, December 10.—Conferences of 
the principal manufacturers of white paper 
used by newspapers have been held‘in this 
city for more than a week past to consider 
the formation of a general stock company 
to handle the product of the mills and to 
act as the general agent for the allied con- 
cerns. 

These negotiations culminated today in 
the practical agreement of all concerned 
to pool interests and to deal with con- 
sumers only through a general agency, 
which is to be established in this city. The 
plan involves the formation of a national 
association, capitalized at a moderate 
amount, which is to control the product of 
all the mills. By this arrangement the 
manufacturers expect to reduce running 
expenses, to reorganize the trade and to 
promote friendlier relations between all 
concerned.

PIPE TRUST IS THE CHARGE. 


SUIT HAS BEEN FILED IN THE 
UNITED STATES COURT. 


Manufacturers Are Cited by a Judge 
To Appear and Make Answer 
, in Chattanooga. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The United States, by Judson Har- 
mon, attorney general, and District ,Attor- 
ney Bible, brought suit today, in the Unit- 
ed States district court charging the fol- 
lowing well-known cast iron pipe works 
with operating a trust and creating a mo- 
nopoly of the business: Dennis Long & 
Co., of Louisville; Howard Harrison & Co., 
Bessemer, Ala.; Addistone pipe and steel 
works, of Cincinnati; Anniston pipe works, 
Anniston, Ala.; South Pittsburg, Tenn., 
pipe works and the Chattanooga Pipe and 
Foundry Company. 

The bill alleges that these concerns have 
conspired against competitive ‘trade by 
inaugurating a pooling system by which 
that concern offering the highest “bonus” 
to the others is allowed to fix the prices on 
all work within a certain territory, the oth- 
ers always overbidding in estimating the 
nrice for any given job the concern paying 
the highest bonus, 

Several instances are cited in which it is 
alleged this has been done. The bill prays 
for an order restraining these concerns 
from carrying out any contracts under this 
pcoling arrangement, a final disgolution of 
the trust and any other order equity may 
suggest. 

Judge Clark issued the order and sum- 
moned the defendant concerns to answer. 
The affair has created somewhat of a sen- 
Sation here, the Chattanooga pipe and 
foundry works being the largest concern of 
the kind in the country, and recently havy- 
ing erected an enormous new plant.

The needs of the State university) 
will probably come up in the house this 
morning on the question of reconsidera- 
tion, and there is every reason to be- 


lieve that our law makers will rally to | 


the support of the old institution. 

Since the defeat of the special appro- 
priation last Wednesday it has become 
evident to several members who op- 
posed this particular feature of the bill 
that our State university is really in 
need of legislative help, and that simple 
justice demands a reconsideration of 
last Wednesday’s vote. : 

The state is not asked to make a lav- | 
ish appropriation to the university, but | 
only to vote such a meager sum as will 
enable the institution to carry on its 
work of educating the young men of 
Georgia. In spite of the serious difficul- | 
ties under which the university has la- | 
bored in recent years it enjoys today a 
larger patronage than ever before in | 
its history and every section of the state | 
is represented in its classrooms. For 
the lack of means to enlarge its accom- | 
modations, however, it has been com: 
pelled to occupy its old buildings, which 
are not only cramped and out of date, | 
but in urgent need of repair. It is justas 
little the state can do for the university 
at this time to appropriate the small 
sum asked, and in consideration of what | 
other states have done for their univer- 
sities it is not to be supposed that Geor- 
gia will allow her own institution to 
go neglected. 

In justice to those who opposed the | 
special appropriation last Wednesday it 
must be said that economic, rather than 
hostile reasons influenced them in vot- 
ing against ‘the university. ‘There is 
no reason why any one should antago- 
nize the wniversity of the state, which 
has been a source of unmixed blessing 
to every community in Georgia. Oppo- 
sition to the measure was based chiefly 
upon the fact that times are hard and 
that no expenditure of the state’s money 
should be made except in response to 
an urgent need. While recognizing the 
force of these reasons it must be re- 
membered that Georgia is under a bind- 
ing moral obligation to sustain her state 
university, and that she owes to that in- | 
stitution a debt of honor which she can 
never fully repay. The taxpayers of | 
Georgia would never feel the burden 
of such a meager appropriation as the | 
one which the university asks, while | 
the good which that small sum of money 
would render the institution would be | 
felt for years to come.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Wants To Fight the Tie Trust. ’ 


Editor Constitution—The pecullar and 
perhaps insurmountable obstacle with 
which a farmer has to contend is the fact 
that in accordance with modern business 
methods the price both of what he sells and 
what he buys is regulated and fixed by in- 
fluences and interests over which he has 
little, if any, control. To the extent with 
which he can dispense with the use of an 
article ‘he can, of course, decrease demand 
by refusal to purchase, and thus aid in 
forcing a reduction of price. No business 
can be commercially profitable under con- 
ditions which deprive those engaged in it 
of a fair, legitimate profit, based upon cost 
of production, and, therefore, just so long 
as these adverse conditions continue farm- 
ing cannot be a profitable business. Now, 
then, can the farmer himself do anything 
to prevent the monopoly by trusts and syn- 
dicates of articles which are to him in- 
dispensable? Take, for example, ‘“‘cotton 
ties,’’ which can be made and sold at a 
profit for Tic per bundle, yet the farmers 
this year had to pay from $1:35 to $1.50 per 
bundle. Now we use ordinarily about 200,000 
bundles in Georgia annually. The farmers, 
therefore, were robbed of over $100,000 on 
that one item, A repetition of this outrage 
may be confidently expected until the farm- 
ers learn that they possess all needed 
power to defeat any and all such schemes, 
if they will only use a little common busi- 
ness sense and energy. I beg leave to sug- 
gest the following plan, which, by the ex- 
ercise of proper precautionary foresight, 
can be secured beyond even a remote possi- 
bility of failure. Let us form a co-opera- 
tive stock company, and put up a mill of 


our own and produce our own ‘ties, and 


thus permanently prevent monopoly of 
them. We can do this if we will. By put- 
ting the shares of stock at $5 we make it to 
the interest of the farmer to take one share 
for each plow, and there are surely enough 
intelligent farmers in Georgia who can ap- 
preciate the importance of such an un- 
dertaking on their behalf who can be in- 
duced to take shares, and thus furnish 
ample capital.

Major McKinley Not Yet Elected. 


From The New York Sun. 

This surprising piece of news is supplied 
by The Minneapolis Penny Press of Friday 
last, December 4th: 

“Yesterday William McKinley was duly 
elected pres'dent of the United Stetes by 
the action of the different state electors.” 

Not yet. 
voted for as president of the United States 
until Monday, January 11, 1897, and the 
electoral votes will not be officially counted 
and the result officially declared until Mon- 
day, February 10th, less than a month be- 
fore the inauguration. 

The constitution leaves it to congress to 
determine the day on which the presidential 
electors shall give their votes. The law of 
1845 provided that the electors’ for each 
state should meet and give their votes on 
the first Wednesday of December. This 
date stands in the Revised Statutes, edi- 
tion of 1878, and that is what has probably 
misled our contemporary and produced its 
premature announcement. 

The law of 1845, however, has been super- 
seded by the act of February 3, 1887, which 
will be found in volume 1 of the supplement 
to the Rev.sed Statutes, on page 525. This 
provides that the electors of each state 
shall meet and give their votes on the sec- 
ond Monday in the January next following 
their appointment, at such place in each 
state as the legislature of such state shall 
direct. 

In New York, for example, the capitol at 
Albany is designated by law as the place 
of -meeting, and noon on the second Mon- 
day of January as the time. In New York 
each elector gets $15 and mileage. 

The certified returns for each state are 
transm.tted by messenger to the president 
of the senate, or to the secretary of state, 
in case the president of the senate is not in 
Washington. On the second Wednesday 
of February, at 1 o’clock, the two houses of 
congress meet in joint session in the hall of 
the hoyse of representatives. The presi- 
dent of the senate opens the certificates, 
and, after the votes have been counted by 
tellers, two for the senate and twe for the 
house, the result is declared by the presi- 
dent of the senate. Then, and not until 
then, will Major McKinley and Mr. Hobart 
be elected. - 

The machinery of presidential elections 
by the electors of the several states is not 
very complicated. Part of the process, how- 
ever, is prescribed by the constitution of 
the United States, part is regulated by the 
federal statutes, and part depends upon 
state legislation, and to this circumstance, 
perhaps, is due in a measure the extraordi- 
nary confusion in the minds of many intel- 
ligent American citizens with regard to the 
whole business. 

That Major McKinley will be declared 
elected on February 10th is a matter of 
moral certainty merely. Technically and 
theoretically there is nothing to prevent 
the 447 pres:dential electors from voting 
unanimously for John Smith, of Oshkosh.

O10 NOT SEE THE ENGINE APPROACHING 


Was on His Way to His Business on 
Simpson Street—He Was an Old 
«and. Respected Citizen.

While going to his place of business .on 
Simpson street, about 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning, Mr. Edward Wachendorff, one 
of Atlanta's oldest and most respected citi- 
zens, was crushed under the wheels of a 
Scuthern freight engine at Simpson street 
cicssing, sustaining injuries which caused 
his death four hours afterwards at the 
Grady hospital. 

The*scene of the accident was directly 
in the center of the crossing. Mr. Wachen- 
dorff was standing on the track of the 
East Tennessee division of the southern 
road waiting for a Western and Atiantic 
freight to move off the crossing on the 
north side, when he was caught by the 
engine. 

His left arm and left leg were crushed 
into a jelly and an ugly gash cut on his 
head. He was also thought to be injured 
internally, but the wound on his head 
was probably responsible for his death. 
Had {ft not been for his old age, he having 
passed his sixty-fourth biathtday, there 
might have been some chanres for his 
recovery. 

Mr. Wachendorff left his home at 602 
Simpson street, to attend to some orders 
at his place of business a LUttle before 8 
o'clock. He walked alone and when) he 
approached the Simpson street crossing 
did not see the flagman, who was down 
the track marking a freight car twenty 
yards away. The old gentleman started 
across the ‘tracks, but was stopped by a 
Western and Atlantic freight on the other 
side. 


Crushed Under the Wheels. 

Mr. Wachendorff had stood on the track 
only a few moments when freight engine 
No. 116, which was doing duty temporarily 
in the yards, backed toward him from the 
city, at the rate of about four miles an 
hour. There were several bystanders near, 
who claim the engine bell was ringing, 
and who yelied to the old man to “look 
out,”” but he seems to have been utterly ob- 
livious of his impending danger and stood 
gazing down the track. 

The tender of the engine struck Mr. 
Wachendorff, and knocked him forcibly to 
the ground. The wheels passed over his 
arm and legs, and he was probably drag- 
ged ten feet before Engineer Wayne Ferris 
could bring his engine to a standstill. This 
probably acounts for the wound in his 
head, 

The engineer was the first to reach the 
prostrate form, although he says he never 
saw him before the accident. Mr. Wachen- 
dorff was pulled out from under the wheels, 
mangled and bleeding, but strange to say, 
conscious. He talked but little and seemed 
to realize what had happened. 

The Grady hospital ambulance was sym- 
moned, and the injured man was taken to 
that institution. The attending physicians 
did everything medical skill could direct to 
save his life, but they realized there was 
little hope. 

In a short while his cot was surroundéd 
by the immediate members of his family. 
He talked rationally, notwithstanding 
his intense suffering, and gave his sons 
certain directions relative to his family and 
business affairs. 

He was conscious almost up to his very 
last moments. As the clock in the court- 
house steeple was striking twelve, he died. 

The body was taken to the undertaking 
establishment of John F. Barclay, on Ala- 
bama street, and prepared for burial. The 
remains were removed to the residence 
last night. The arrangements for the fu- 
neral have not been made, but will be an- 
nounced later. 

The Coroner’s Inquest. 

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Paden sum- 
moned a jury and held an inquest at the 
understaker’s. A good many witnesses 
were introduced and the facts brought out 
Were substantially as above. 

It was sworn by several witnesses that 
the watchman at the SimpSon street cross- 
ing had left his post of duty to tag a car 
down the track. The jury brought in the 
following verdict: 

“We, the jury itmpaneled and sworn 
to inquire into the death of Ed- 
ward Wachendorff, now lying dead be- 
fore ‘us, find from the evidence of wit- 
nesses that said Wachendorff came to his 
death from injuries received by being 
struck by engine 116 at Simpson street 
ercSsing. We further find the Southern 
Railway Company guilty of negligence in 
not having the watchman at crossing when 
accident occurred. 

“DR. T. L. PHILLIPS, Foreman.” 

Mr. Warchendorff had been a resident of 
this city for many years, having been in 
the nursery business for twenty years. He 
leaves a wife, three sons—Edward, Charles 
and Eugene—and two daughters, one of 
whom is married and living at Roswell, 
and the other, Miss Pauline, is employed at 
The Constitution office. 

He was a man of considerable wealth, 
owning a large tract of land at the end of 
Simpson street, as well as various other 
tracts throughout the city. Nearly every 
citizen of Atlanta knew him, and he count- 
ed everyone his friend with whom he came 
in contact. 

Mr. Wachendorff was a very generous 
man, having often presented beautiful 
flowers to the various charitable organiza- 
tions throughout the city, including the 
kindergarten and ‘the ladies’ oper * of 
the Grady hospital. It was only last Tues- 
day he contributed an immense bouquet 
for the parlor sale for the benefit of the 
hospital at the governor’s mansion. 

He has many friends, not only in At- 
lanta, but throughout the entire south, 
+ aa be pained to learn of his sad 

eath.

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LARGE QUANTITY CONTRIBUTED 


Atlanta Friends Are Helping With 
Li * 
‘ ‘Will Be Sent Shortly. 


The letter sent here some time ago to an 
Atlanta Cuban by an officer in the sant- 
tary corps of the Cuban army, asking that 
medicines and bandages be sent him, was 
not without its effect upon the Atlanta 
Cubans, ! 

The refugees here, who watch every 
movement of the Cuban and Spanish 
armies, with love for one and hatred for 
the other, did not fail to be touched by 
the strong appeal for help from their 
suffering brothers, and at once began to 
gather medicines and bandages to send to 
the relief of the little band of patriots. 

The contents of the letter were scon 
known to every Cuban refugee in Atlanta, 
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and everyone of them at once determined 
that the Cuban patriots should not suffer 
while it is in their power to lend help. 
The Cubans here are unable to help the 
cause they love by offering’ their lives for 
it. They are banished from their homes 
Sut are working for their country in other 


and just as effective ways. . 


As a result of the letter spoken of, one 
corner of the Cuban store, on Pryor street, 
has been set aside as a place in which to 
put the medicines which are to be sent to 
Cuba, In this corner there sits a little 
table. It is covered with medicines of all 
kinds, prominent among which is quinine. 
Great quantities of quinine have heen 
bought by the refugees. This is the medi- 
cine of which their suffering friends are 
most in need. ‘There is also a large quan- 
tity of bandages and todoform. 

All this medicine, which is piled upon 
the little table, has been bought by the 
Cubans in Atlanta. They are not rich, 
having lost all property in their island 
home, but they are exerting! their Lest ef- 
forts toward getting this medicine. 

On the counter in the store is a box in 
which contributions from the friends of 
the Cuban cause are put. This box bears 
a sign, asking those who care to do go to 
help the brothers who are fighting for 
their liberty. Hardly a patron cof the 
store fails to put something in this box, 
and the bottom of it is covered with coins 
of all sizes. 

Those who care to make large conations 
are allowed to do so, and,every amount 
given is carefully kept account of by those 
in charge of the matter. All the money 
raised in this way goes toward the pur- 
chase of medicine for the care of the 
sick and wounded Cuban soldiers. 

It is likely that all the prominent drvg 
companies in the city will send different 
sorts of medicine to be added to that which 
is being purchased by the Cubans, 

At the end of about ten days, when a 
sufficient quantity of medicine has been 
raised for the first shipment, it will be 
sent to the hospital corps of the Cuban 
army. The greater portion of it will be 
taken to Cuba by a prom#fent Cuban phy- 
sician, whose name cannot be divulged. 

He will sail directly to Cuba with the 
medicine entrusted to his care, and there 
is every reason to believe that he will 
arrive safeiy at his destination. From 
the reports received by the Atlanta Cubans 
it ssems that the army is suffering most 
for the want of medicines with which to 
care for the sick and Wounded. This be- 
ing the case the arrival of the medicines 
sent from Atlanta will be hailed with 
delight by the division of the army which 
receives them. 

This shipment of medicines will by no 
means be the last. The refugees here an 
the Atlantians who sympathize with the 
Cuban cause will continue to send medi- 
cines, and until the end of the war there 
is every reason to believe that quantities 
of them will at regular periods go out from 
Atlanta to gladden the hearts of some 
little handful of patriots who are fighting 
for their liberty.

Mrs. Farmer and the girl were picked up 
and carried into a drug store near by. Phy- 
Sicians were hast.ly summoned and at first 
it: was thought both were fatally injured, 
but on examination their wounds proved 
not quite so serious, 

Mrs. Farmer sustained a fearful gash on 
the side of her head, which bled profusely, 
and she may be internally injured also. 
Mamie Grant received a long cut to the 
bone on her left hand in which half a 
dozen stitchés had to be taken, ‘Both were 
sent to their respective homes in a. hack, 
where they are in a precarious condition.

University’s Friends Will Ask House Tu 
Reconsider Its Action. 


DR. BOGGS’S STRONG PLEA 


Says Extra Money Is Badly Needed 
To Make Improvements. 


COL. N. J, HAMMOND TALKS FOR UNIVERSITY

Effort To Reconsider Wednesday’s 
Adverse Vote Will Be Made in 
the House This slorning. 


An effort will be made in the house of 
representatives this morning to reconsider 
the action of that body in defeating the 
State university appropriation. It is believ- 
ed that there Is a strong probability of suc- 
cess in the effort. 

Since the house acted adversely on the 
paragraph of the general appropriation 
bill, making an appropriation of $11,500 an- 
nually for 1857 and 1898, to be used in erect- 
ing new buildings at the university, the 
friends of the institution have heen at 
work among the legislators and quite a 
nun:ber of those who voted against the ap- 
propration on Wednesday have promised to 
reverse their votes when the question comes 
tp this morning. 

The friends. of the university argue that 
the additic: al appropriation is made neces- 
sary and that unicss the institution is given 
funds to put up new buildings it will be 
seriously crowded and its efficiency 
impaired. The old buildings are dilapidated 
and unsafe and ursightly, it is argued, and 
those working for the appropriation declare | 
that by making the needed improvements i 
the university will be put upon a perma- 
nent. road to prosperity. They say the 
state can well afford to set aside the com- 
paratively small sum of $14,500 annually for 
two years, so that the trustees can carry 
out their plan of providing better accom- 
mcdations and equipments at the unl- 
versity. ' 

When the appropriation paragraph was 
voted cn Wedresday the item was defeated 
by only three votes. Quite a number of 
the friends of the university were.absent 
at the time and several votes were lost 
on that eccount. And others who voted ins 
the regative will change frcent this. morn- 
ing, and it is confidently hop2d and be- 
lieved that when the Yotes are counted 
cn the motion to reconsider, a majority 
wil be found cn the side of the old 
institution which has been so widely prais- 
ed and esteemed by Georgians. 

Dr. Boggs’s Strong Talk. 

Dr. William E. Boggs, chancellor of the 
University of Georgia, has been in the 
city for several days, working for the in- 
terest of the institution. 

No one knows better than Dr. Boggs the 
need of an appropriation, and he has been 
using his influence to obtain it. In speak- 
ing of the defeated bill yesterday, he said: 

“T am sorry that the legislators who 
voted against the bill do not understand 
the state of affairs at the university and 
cannot see our true position as was seen 
by the committee of fifteen that visited the 
university. 

“We do not ask the state to give us an 
appropriation to increase the salaries of 
the teachers, or to engage more, but to 
give us the money to comfortably provide 
for the pupils that are attending the uni- 
versity now. 

“We ask for a building so that the fa- 
cilities for teaching the sciences can. be 
increased. We do not ask for new teach- 
ers for this new building, but with our 
present capacity this very important and 
popular branch of education cannot be 
taught as thoroughly as a result of an ap- 
propriation woyld make it. We have 
never before come before this body and 
asked for an appropriation to increase the 
facilities of the university, but we are 
crowded as it is and need another building. 

“The state has erected but one building 
on the campus in sixty years, and that 
was to replace the one destroyed by fire. 
There has not been a building added by 
the state of Georgia since the year 1837. 
The only building that has been recently 


Athens, twenty-five years ago. 

“This building was well planned and ad- 
mirably adapted for the purpose for which 
it is used. But the university has out- 
grown it. The departments of chemistry, 
engineering, physics and electrical engt- 
neering are increasing every year, and now 
the Moore building is not large enough 
for all of these departments. 

“I think that’ a motion to reconsider the 
bill will be passed’ and then we hope to 
get the appropriation through. We have 
not decided upon anything definite, as yet, 
but then it is generally understood that 
the bill will be reconsidered. 

“I have spoken to a number of gentle- 
men during the day. Some of them voted 
against the appropriation, but are now in 
favor of it. 

“T’hope that a majority of the legislators 
will see our true need of the appropriation, 
and vote accordingly.”

} Ment of a schoolbook 
resolution was introduced in the house by 
Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, and it passed that 
body and the senate, coming back to the 
house on Wednesday in amended form. 

Mr. West said the joint resolution had 
been passed without proper legislative con- 
sideration. He said the resolution was 
adopted by the house with but one reading 
and that the matter should be reconsidered 
and referred to the committee on education. 

Mr. Boifeuillet replied to Mr. West. He 

said he had introduced the resolution at 
the request of the state school commission 
and with the sanction and approval of the 
governor who wanted the schoolbook com- 
mission appointed. 
* Mr. Boifeuillet said the house could not 
reconsider the joint resolution except 
as to its action in concurring in the 
senate amendment. He had no objection to 
that. 

Speaker Dodson sustained Mr. Boifeuillet’s 
point and the house then reconsidered its 
action in concurring in the senate amend- 
ment. 


’Possum Bill Reconsidered. 

Mr. Chapman, of Muscogee, moved that 
the action of the house of Wednesday night 
in failing to pass the bill by Mr. McCook, 
of Chattahoochee, to protect o’possums be 
reconsidered. The motion prevailed and the 
action was reconsidered. The bill is again 
on the calendar and may be called up in 
its order. 

Mr. Thomas, of Ware, offered a resolution 
authorizing the committee on privileges and 
elections to sit ugring the recess of the 
general assembly. The resolution was or- 
dered’ engrossed and laid over until another 
day. 
House Steering Committee 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, offered a reso- 
lution to provide for the appointment of a 
special steering committee of five mem- 
bers to investigate and report to the house 
what bills are pending which should be 
considered during the present session. He 
said the remaining few days should be oc- 
cupied in the consideration of important 
bills, which should be disposed of at this 
session or not at all. 

Mr. Calvin said the custom thad grown 
up in the house, and that it had been found 
a good one in times when the business was 
delayed as at the present session. He said 
the committee could hear members on their 
bills, and in that way measures which can 
be delayed until the nexit session without 
inconvenience can be postponed, giving’the 
right of way to important bills. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 
Speaker Jenkins appointed the committee 
as follows: Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, 
chairman, Mr. Calvin, Mr. Slaton, Mr.

State Railroad Agent.

“‘Whereas, George C. Smith, the agent of 
the state appointed to report on the con- 
dition of the Northeastern railroad, had 
submitted his report, leaving the state 
without an officer or agent to look after 
the railroad property of the state; there- 
fore, 

“Resolved, That the governor is hereby 
authorized and empowered to appoint a 
State agent for railroads, Whose duty it 
shall be ‘to inspect the Northeastern rail- 
road property, or any other railroad prop- 
erty belonging to the state, and report a 
detail statement of the condition thereof to 
the governor as often as he may be re- 
quested so ito do; which said agent shall 
hold office at the pleaspre of the governor: 
provided, however, no pay shall attach to 
said office, except the actual expenses in- 
curred.” ; 

The resolution was read thie first time. 


What It Is For. 

In explaining his resolution Mr. Char- 
ters said: | 

“Under the lease act of the Northeastern, 
and aiso of the Western and Atlantic rail- ; 
road, the lessees are required to keep the 
roads up in proper shapes. In other words, 
it is contrary to the policy of the law that 
the physical condition of these roads should 
be allowed tod deteriorate. There is, how- 
ever, no person authorized by the state to 
investigate into this physical ecoandition— 
no one to sce to it that the roads are keovt 
in good condition. The purpose of the 
reoiution is to appoint an agent without 
salary and who whall only¥ be paid his

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House Discusses Appropriation for 
Suppert of Georgia Military. 


$30,000 ASKED FOR AS LOWEST 


Mr. Niles, of Macon County, Wants 
To Cut Amount to $24,000. 


THINKS THAT IS ENOUGH INCREASE NOW 


Governor Boynton and Mr. Thomason 
Speak for the Soldiers—Work 


on the Appropriation Bill. 


The military item of the general appro- 
priation bill is under consideration by the 
house of representatives. The paragraph 
wes discussed yesterday afternoon, but no 
ccnclusion was reached. , 

lt is improbable that the paragraph will 
be adopted as recommended by the finance 
committee, that is, that the military be 
given $48,800. The frierfs of the soldiers 
have agreed to accept an amendment re- 
ducing the amount to $30,000 and the fight 
is being made on that amount. 

Three speeches were made on the para- 
graph before the house adjourned at 5:30 
o’clock last night and other members are 
ready to deliver orations on the question, 
Ex-Governor Boynton, of Spalding county, 
and Mr. Usher Thomason, of Morgan coun- 
ty, spoke in favor of the $30,000 amendment, 
and Mr. Niles, of Macon County, spoke in 
favor of an amendment offered by himself 
reducing the amount to $24,000. 

Gecvernor Boynton’s plea for the military 
was a strong one, and Mr. Thomason, 
chairman of the military committee, made 
friends for his cause by his speech. The 
item is the last of the general appropria- 
tion bill to be considered in committee of 
the whole and when it is disposed of this 
morning the committee will report the 
bill to the house proper and final action 
will probably be taken on it. 

The soldier boys throughout the state are 
anxiously awaiting the result of the fight 
being made for them in the house and if 
less than $30,000 is set aside there will be 
great disappointment. ‘The officers of the 
soldiery say that the military cannot get 


every effort is being made to persuade the 
legislators to vote the amount to the mili- 
tary fund. 
The Military Paragraph. 

The military item of thé bill which is 
under consideration is as follows: 

“Fer organizing, arming, equipping, 
clothing, Trilling and training the volunteer 
forces of the state, as provided by the act 
of 1889, and for purposes of administration 
of the several military departments of the 
State and ‘to incrgase the military fund (all 
under direction of the governor), the sum 
of $48,800.’ 

Mr. Niles Offers Amendment. 

Mr. Niles, of Macon, offered an amend- 
ment that the amount be reduced from 
$48,000 to $24,000. He said the last appropria- 
ticn was $15,000. That amount was not 
enough. He wanted to increase the appro- 
priation, but $48,000 is too much. It is not 
necessary that the military have so much 
money, he said. 


Governor Boynton Wants $30,000. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, offered an 
amendment that the amount be $30,000. He 
said, in view of the fact that there seemed 
to be a disposition to encourage the mili- 
tary, the committee had consented to ac- 
cept an amendment giving the military 
$30,000 instead of $48,800. 

He said the encampments of the regi- 
ments had encouraged the soldiers and had 
resulted in a great increase in the ranks 
of the military. He said the citizens of 
Griffin had gene to great expense in ,pre- 
paring a place for the encampments and 
they did that on a pledge that the state 


2 gs so that the encampments could be 
eld. 

He said the state is obliged to help the 
military and that it is necessary to set 
aside $30,000 to enable the officers to hold 
the encampments and to. purchase necessary 
supplies. He said in the hour of emergency 
the soldiers will protect the people and en- 
force the laws. He said that the military 
must be encouraged and helped and main- 
tained. For the past two years no soldiery 
had ever been kept in more perfect order 
and discipline at encampments. “We ask 
that the state give the soldiers just $6 each 
for each year to support the companies. 
The money is needed, and it should be given 
the military.’”’ 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, sent to the 
clerk’s desk a petition of the Military Of- 
ficers’ Society, of Macon, asking that $48,800 
be set aside for the military. 


Mr. Thomason’s Speech. 

Mr. Thomason, of Morgan, chairman of 
the military committee, spoke for the ap- 
propriation. His speech was well received 
and his argument made friends for the 
resolution. He said: 

“I apprehend no measure before the 
house is more generally understood than the 
one we have under consideration. I there- 
fcre propose .to make some observations 
which possibly have escaped in a general 
way the notice of the house. I desire to 
earnestly ask the members who are hon- 
estly in the opposition to emancipate them- 
selves from the thralldom of prejudice and 
view the subject under consideration pure- 
ly from a standpoint of urbiased reason 
and give their judgment upon this question 
entirely upon its merits. 

“The origin of this institutiom—this in- 
tegral part of our government—is co-existent 
with the government itself and its im- 
portanee was so recognized by that pa- 
triotic body, the framers of the first consti- 
tution of the United States, who, after ma- 
ture deliberation, inserted the clause in the 
constitution which recognized it in its en- 
tirety.”’ 

What Georgia Has Dona 

‘‘Now, gentlemen of the general assembly, 
what have we done to carry into practical 
effect this article of our constitution? It 
it true a small appropriation has been an- 
nually made, but it is lamentably insuffi- 
cient. The burden of expenses has been 
borne by the men themselves who compose 
the volunteer forces of your state, and who 
probably many of you know are poor and 
who can ill afford to part from the sum 
requisite to maintain their organization, 
Each member of _the Georgia volunteers 
pays in actual cash out of his own pocket 
at alow and conservative est mate, at least 
$15 per annum toward maintaining the mil- 
itary establishment of your state. This, 
gentiemen of the committee, is exclusive 
of time lost, which must be devoted to 
military training and for which service to 
the state, an many cases, their employers 
make a deduction in their wages for this 
lost time. 

“The law now requires that each man 
shall enlist in the service of the state for 
a per.od of twelve months and during such 
term of enlistment he ‘{s subject at all times 
to the orders of the governor of this state, 
and should he disobey them, he would be 
Severely punished by -court martial, which 
has plenary powers to deal with such cases,

in return a reaBonable amount of support

“tinder the reorganization of your volun- 
teer forces all unnecessary expense has 
been carefully avoided.

Session of Yesterday Morning. 

When the house resumed consideration 
of the general appropriation bill, at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning, Mr. Calvin, of 
Richmond, was in the chair. The first 
paragraph in order was read as follows: 

“For State university, for the support 
and maintenance of the Georgia Normal 
and Industrial college, $22,900.” 

The paragraph wad adopted without ob- 
jection, 

The next paragraph was read, as follows, 
and adopted without objection: 

“For State university, for support, main- 
tenance and repairs on building of the 
North Georgia Agricultural college, a 
branch of the university, located at Dah- 
lonega, the sum of $6,000; provided, that 
under no pretext whatever, whether as 
tuition, matriculation fee, incidental ex- 
penses, or otherwise, shall: said college 
charge exceeding $10 per year, or % per 
term, for each pupil; and provided further, 
that any charge made in excess of said 
sum shall work a forfeiture of said ap- 
propriation.’’ 


Fight on Military College. 

The next paragraph was read, as fol- 
lows: 

“For the State university, for the sup- 
port and maintenance of the Middle Geor- 
gia Military and Agricultural college, at 
Milledgeville, the sum of 33,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary.”’ 

Mr. Hitch, of Brooks, offered an amend- 
ment to strike out the paragraph in its 
entirety. 

Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, opposed the ap- 
propriation for the school. He hoped Mr. 
Hitch’s amendment would be adopted. He 
said the state had no more right to give 
money to a high school at Milledgeville 
than to one at Lincolnton. Mr. Hitch said 
he had investigated the matter and thought 
the state ought not to give its money to 
such an institution. 

Mr. Burwell for the College. 

Mr. Burwell, of Hancock, said the Middle 
Georgia Military and Agricultural college 
is a department of the State university. 
He read the law creating the college and 
said the tmstitution is a part of the State 
university. He thhoped the appropriation 
would be made. 

Mr. Ennis, of Baldwin, argued ior the 
appropriation. He said the state had valu- 
able property in “Milledgeville, and that 
the school is for the pwhblic good. He 
asked that the small sum be given the 
college. 

Mr. Hill, of Troup, said the college is a 
private institution, and that the state 
should not support it. 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, favored the 
appropriation. He said the college is of 
a higher class than ordinary schools, and 
having been established by the state it is 
due that support be given the institution. 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, opposed the ap- 
propriation. He said the general assembly 
could not legally give money to the coll 
except by special law. He read the law 
creating the college and allowing it the 
use of the old state capitol and grounds 
free of cost. 


Says the Amount Is Pitiful. 

Mr. Miles, of Macon, favored the appre- 
priation. He said the college is a broad, 
liberal institution, and that it is deserving 
of help from the state. He thought the 
amount modest, pitiful,, and he saw no 
reason why the appropriation should not be 
made. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, said if appropria- 
tions are made to the colleges of the kind, 
it would take such vast sums that there 
would be nothing left for the common 
schools, Other institutions want money, 
and if one appropriation is made, it would 
be fair tu give to others. He wanted the 
common schools looked after first. He was 
oppoeed to appropriat.ng so much to higher

the county is the enhancement of the value 
of their property, and therefore, in my 
opinion, they are standing in their own 
light in making any movement that might 
jeopardize the ratification of our local tax 
bill. 

“The experience of every county in this 
State that has adopted the local school 
system is that it has rapidly tncreased the 
value of property by attracting new resi- 
dents and new purchasers to these dis- 
tricts, who now help to make up the city 
population on account of the school ad- 
vantages of the city. Therefore it does 
seem, to me that everybody, whether he is 
a m@e resident of the county or the owner 
of property in the county who resides in the 
city, ought to be enthusiastically in favor 
of this bill. The one class will receive un- 
told benefit fn the improvement of the 
schools at a merely nominal cost, while the 
other is sure to reap a rich harvest in the 
increased value of property, and at the 
Same time being called upon to pay but 
an infinitesimal increase in their taxes. _ 

“By the action of those people who have 
published Judge Hopkins’s opinion the im- 
pression created is that the county board 
of educaition, in a circular that was issued 
some time ago, just after the passage of 
the local system bill by the legislature, had 
sought to convey the idea that Fulton 
county would not have to pay anything into 
the general school fund of the state if this 
local bill was put into operation. There 
never was any foundation for any such im- 
pression, Our board simply stated in its 
circular that if this local bill should be 
ratified Fulton county would have an in- 
dependent system of public schools, but if 
it should not be ratified, and the bill then 
being pressed before the legislature pro- 
viding for a general local tax “for the 
schools, the system in this county would 
not be independent, though the focal tax 
would be collected all the same, and the 
figures warrant the statement that under 
the Hardeman bill the additicnal local tax 
for Fulton county would be at least $3,000 
more per year than under our bill. 


Hardeman Bill Is Pending. 

“The Hardeman bill is still before the 
legislature, and although it is not being 
pressed as it was at the first when the 
board of education began its campaign for 
better schools in this county, it has not 
been abandoned by those who believe in 
this method of raising school funds, It is 
simply on the shelf awaiting the action of 
the legislature on the proposition to make 
a large increase In the general common 
school fund. I am informed by those inter- 
ested, that if the legislature should give the 
$400,000 additional to the school fund, which 
is now under discussion in the house, the 
next move would be on a line with the 
Hardeman bill, which requires that every 
county before ft can receive its prorata 
share of the general fund, must in addition 
raise an equal amount by strictly local 
taxation. 

“As matters now stand, Fulton county 
contributes a very large portion of the 
common school fund to the state, but she 
gets back for the use of her own schools 
only a comparative'y smal! amount. If 
$40,000 is added to the general school fund, 
Fulton county will of course have to come 
up with a good portion of it, but what she 
will get back in increased pro rata will 
amount to little in bettering the condition 
of her own schools. All of which shows 
that, whether the general fund is increased 
or not, Fulton county can only improve 
her school system by adopting our local 
tax bill. The amount which would be levied 
under this bill would be but $1.30 on a 
thousand. I think that the owners of 
property in the county who live in the city, 
and therefore have no vote om this ques- 
tion, can very easily .afford to pay this 
extra tax, as it will be an investment that 
will bring a hundred fold return to them, 
to say nothing of the benefit to the people 


result of the vote on the special school bill 
that proposes to give a system of public 
schools to the citizens of Fulton county 
outside of Atlanta and East Point. 

And strong cpposition has developed 
within the last few days to the bill. The 
election occurs on December 16th, but be- 
tween now and the day of election it is 
said great presstre will be brought to bear 
upon the country people to cast their votes 
against the Dill 

When the special bill was introduced, 
it seems the general impression was that 
if the special Iccal bill for this county was 
passed the city would be relieved from any 
payment under the general state school 
law. 

It now appears that in the event the local 
bill pusses, property owners in Fulton coun- 
ty will have to pay tax under both bills, 
which many :-claim would make the rate in 
the county as great if not greater thar the 
rate of taxes in the city. This is the ar. 
gument that is being brought to bear upon 
the measure by c.tizens who own property 
in the co_nty outside of the city of At- 
lanta, 

County Schj.ol Commissioner Guinn, who 
is actively eagaged in conducting a cam- 
paign in the country in the interest of the 
bill, takes an entirely different view of the 
matter. He says: i 

“The solution to the entire question of 
school taxes is the local school bill which 
comes up for ratification by the people on 
December 16th. Under the general law, 
Fultcn wculd pay more than her share, us 
this county is very Wealthy; but under the 
local hill the county wouid pay that portion 
which wculd be expended for her own 
schools. The local bill is Just and equitable 
and is what the country people need.”’ 

There ate a number of Allanta citizens 
who own property and other invesiments 
in the county outside of the city, and they 
2re not inciined to look favorably upon 
any measure which tends to almost duoubie 
the tax rate. 

“The county taxes are high enough now,” 
said a gentieman, yesterday, who owns 
considerable property in the county. “If 
the rate is run up as some suggest, it 
simply means that investments would be 
given a black eye. I do not see the neces- 
sity for the local school bill and believe 
it should not pass. 

‘‘Peopie will soon become alarmed if this 
question of taxes is kept before the public. 
We are paying too much now and the idea 
is preposterous to pay both the county 
school tax and the state school tax.” 

County School Commissioner Guinn is 
taking great interest in the local bill and 
has accepted several engagements to ad- 
dress the country people, explaining the 
provisions of the biil. 

Ordinary Calhoun has called the election 
for next Wednesday and will in a few 
days announce the Managers and clerks 
and polling places. Citizens in Atlanta 
and East Point will have no vote in the 
election. 

Commissioner Guinn Takes Issue. 

County School Commissioner Guinn takes 
some exception to the action of the capital- 
ists who have secured the op'nion of Judge 
John L. Hopkins on the provision of the 
proposed local tax for public schools in 
Fulton county. He thinks that the board 
of education has been put in an unfair and 
unfavorable light by these gentlemen, al- 
though this may not have been intended by 
them. 

Commissioner Guinn is now engaged in 
making an active campaign in the country 
districts. Yesterday afternoon he made a 
speech to a large meeting at Sandy Springs, 
in Oak Grove district, and last night an- 
other meeting was held in south Atlanta, at 
which he was present and explained the 
bill to the people. 

“I think,” said Commissioner Guinn, 
“that our board has been put in an wun- 
warranted position before the people of the 
county by the gentlemen who have secured 
this opinion from Judge Hopkins. As I 
understand it, they are at the head of cer- 
tain land syndicatés and hold a great deal 
of property lying outside of the city limits, 
for tive purposes.

and Has Butter Analyzed, 


And May Result Seriously for Some 
Merchant—Board Will Probably 


Take Steps at Next Meeting, 


The board of health of Atlanta will have 
-before it for consideration at its meeting 
One week from today a matter which will 
prove to be vnusvally interesting. 

For some time past the board of health 
has been working quietly, but steadily. 
It has been making investigations, and to- 
gether with Chemist McCandless, hag suc- 
ceeded in making some startling discove- 
ries, : . 

In analyzing butter sold by certain mer- 
chants, whose names the board refuses 
to give, Mr. McCandless has discovered 
the butter to be nothing more than pure 
oleomargerine. The butter analyzed by the 
chemist. was in some way obtained by the 
board of health without the knowledge of 
the merchants who had it for sale. 

The selling of oleomargerine as butter is 
& violation of the United States laws, and 
there is a heavy penalty for it. There is 
no law against the sale of oleomargerine, 
but to sell it as butter is a grave offense. 

It was suspected by the board that this 
practice was in vogue in Atlanta and for 
this reason they began to investigate the 
matter. Butter was obtained by the board 
and turned over to Mr. McCandless. He 
analyzed it, and as a result of the analysis 
finds that it is not butter at all, but 
only oleomargerine, 

One of the most prominent members of 
the board of health was seen yesterday 
and spoke about the discovery resulting 
from the analysis. “ 

“The practice of selling oleomargerine and 
representing it to be butter,” he said, ‘thas 
evidently been going on in Atlanta for 
some time, 

“The board of health has determined to 
put a stop to this lawless practice and will 
make an example of those who have been 
doing this, It is a violation of the laws 
of the United States and persons found 
guilty can be prosecuted under these laws. 

“It is not yet known what action the 
board will take in the matter. The next 
meeting is one week from Friday and at 
that time the matter will probably be 
brought up. It is impossible for me to give 
the names of the party or parties who have 
been selling the olemargerine as butter, 
but suffice it to say the nameS will eventu- 
ually be made public.”’ 

The board, it would seem, has been very 
busy lately making investigations of all 
kinds, They have made another discovery 
which, it is said, is of even more importance 
than the one in which oleomargerine figures 
so prominently. 

The character of this discovery will not 
be made public by the board because mat- 
ters are not in such shape as to warrant 
it. The next meeting of the board, however, 
promises to be of an unusually interesting 
nature and the results of all the investiga- 
tions will most likely be made known. 


TENNESSEE TEACHERS MEET. 


Committee on Laws Report Several 
Changes Desired, 

Nashville, Tenn., December 10.—(Special.) 
The Public School Officers’ Association of 
Tennessee today concluded a three days’ 
session. The report of the committee on 
laws favors making school and civil dis- 
tricts co-extensive; electiédn of one school 
director in August every two years for 
terms of six years; that clerks of district 
boards constitute county boards; beards to 
appoint three examiners; county superin- 
tendents to be elected for four years and 
receive not less than 6 cents per cupita 
compensation, to be not less than §300 nor 
more than $1,500; that district directors and 
trustees report annually to the county su- 
perintendents before July 15th; county su- 
perintendents to report to the state super- 
intendent before August 1; state superin- 
tendent to be elected by the people for four 
years; warrants to be approved by county 
superintendents, and that there be reform 
in the methods of collecting and distribut- 
ing school funds. 

A committee was ayp-ointed to present 
these recommendations »9 the Jegisiature. 
The following officers +.re elected: ° 

President, F. K. Henderson, Humbolt; 
vice president, W. E. Lumley, Pulaski; sec- 
retary and treasurer, Frank Goodman, 
Nashville; executive committee, A. E.

A. J, Brandon, Warrace; J. A. Cotton, Cov- 
ington; W. L. Moore, Mossy Creek. The 
mext meeting will be the third Tuesday in 
January, 1898.

Rome, Ga., December 10.—(Special.)—The 
barn and stables of C. M. Ball, a farmer 
living near Floyd Springs, were buried last 
night. Ball was absent from home with his 
family and the incendiaries broke futo his 
residence and stole about twenty-Ave dol- 
lars from a trunk and they set fire to the 
bedding. 

Neighbors saw the blazing barn and ar- 
rived in time to save the dwelling. 

All the corn and forage, together with a 
valuable horse and buggy and farm imple- 
ments were destroyed. The loss was about

LEASE I$ ATTACKED 


Papulists and Republicans ef North 
Carolina Are Raising a Row. 


NOT CONTENT WITH 7 PER CENT 


They Want To Break thé Southern 
Railway’s Lease of State Road 
for Ninety-Nine Years. 


A bitter fight is on in North Carolina to 
break the lease of the North Carolina rall- 
road ito the Southern railway. 

In 1849 a charter was granted for the con- 
struction of a road from Charlotte to 
Goldsboro. The line was opened to the 
publie in 1856. The state of North Carolina 
took three-fourths of the stock and indi- 
viduals put up fér the other fourth.? The 
issue of stock 1 $4,000,000, of which the 
state holds $3,000,000, and the rest ts scat- 
tered among different people. 

In i871 the 
leased the North Carolina road, which is 
222 miles long, for a period of thirty years, 
guaranteeing 6% per cent interest to the 
state and individual stockholders. That 


lease will expire in 1901. 

A few months ago the directors of the 
road released it to the Southern railway 
for a period of ninety-nine years, guar- 
anteeing the stock 7 per cent interest. The 
lease created great opposition in the state, 
although the individual stockholders were 
glad to get 7 per cent guaranteed. 

The populists and republicans control the 
general assembly. A republican has been 
elected governor and he is against the lease 
and threatens to do all he can to break it. 
The populists are against it soldly. Now 
the question is, will it be revoked? A 
prominent official. of the Southern says 
that the lease will not be revoked, but if 
it were to be that an appeal woul dbe taken 
to the courts. 

It is charged by the populists that there 
was a deal in the lease which was made 
five years before the expiration of the 
present lease. The Southern’s representa- 
tives reply that the lease was a proper one 
and thait the interest promised, 7 per cent, 
ought to be satisfactory, as there are very 
few securities these days which pay any 
such rate. It is said that the populists and 
republicans are merely playing to the 
grand stand. 


Chattanooga Election. 

The election of eight new members on 
the ‘board of tthe ‘Nashrville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis was somewhat of a surprise. 
Both Mr. Belmont and Mr. Rogers were de- 
feated for re-election, but it was thought 
that Mr. Belmont retired voluntarily. 

The stdckholders again failed to ratify 
the lease of ithe Tennessee Midland and the 
Paducah roads by the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. Mr. Rogers, of the 
Rogers Locomotive Works, of Paterson, 
N. J., opposes the lease of these two roads, 
which are now under lease by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville. He says that they 
do not pay operating expenses. Mr. Bel- 
mont, who finances the Louisville and 
Nashville; Milton H. Smith, president of 
the Louisville and Nashville, and Major J. 
W. Thomas, president of the Nashv.lle, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, are all in favor 
of leasing the smaller roads to the Chatta- 
nooga system. 

It is said that Mr. Rogers wants to force 
the Louisville and Nashville to buy his 
Chattanooga stock, of which he has $1,250,- 
000 worth. He wants $125 a share for his 
holdings. The Chattanooga is only a 5 per 
cent stock, and its last quarterly dividend 
was passed at that. It takes three-fourths 
of the stock to ratify the lease of another 
road. The Louisville and Nashville has 
51 per cent of the Chattanooga stock, but 
Mr. Rogers has been able so far to prevent 
it from getting three-fourths when it came 
to voting. The Louisville and Nashville 
has turned the two small roads over to the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis to 


operate. 

2 The Deal Is Off. 

The deal of the Chattanooga and Eastern 
Illinois for the Chicago, Paducah and 
Memphis is off on account of legal com- 
plications. It is stated on good authority 
that the bondholders w'll go into court at 
an early date and ask for the appointment 
of a receiver and foreclosure of a deed of 
trust securing $1,500,000 bonds of the com-. 
pany, and all persons with claims for 
labor arising out of the construction of 
operation of the road will be paid in full. 
The road has been in operation for two 
years and has been doing a good business 
for a new line, but insufficiency of capital 
and depression of business are given as 
the causes of the’ trouble.

Vigorous Efforts in His Behalf—Gov-

The friends of Harry Hill, who have been

All official communications received by 
the. governor from committees appointed 
by the legislature to investigate the matter 
report recommendations for his pardon. 

The letter written by Dr. Bush, principal 
physician to the penitentiary, to Govc§nor 
Atkinson, reporting the result of his exam- 
ination of Harry ‘Hill’s physical ailments, 
was the strongest argument yet presented 
in Hill’s favor. The letter’ was published 
in full in The Constitution a few days ago, 
It stated that Mr. Hill was already a 
physical wreck and could never hope to 
fully regain his lost strength. He suffers 
continually from nervous dyspepsia which, 
Dr. Bush says, promises to become a 
chronic disease unless it is remedied 
promptly.
